(a) 30 to 70% by weight of a mixture of (a1) fatty alcohol (polyglycol) 
esters, (a2) fatty alcohol polyglycol ethers, (a3) polyols, (a4) alkyl

(b) 70 to 30% by weight of oil c omponents, 
with the proviso that the quantities add up to 100% by weight.
